FIREMEN PAhTbUT 
POLICEMEN ARE NOT 


Not a Shot Fired Yet and No 
Disturbance In Tie-Up 
of Copper Mines 


B U T T E , Mont., Fob. 14.— Upon the 
•trike vote of the mine engineers Sat­ 
urday night will depend whether the 
•trikes tying up Butte will be broken 
or whether they will continue indefin­ 
itely. 
Mayor W. H. MaJoney made this 
prediction to the United Press today, 
in the course of an extended state­ 
ment covering the strike situation as 
well as the city’s financial conditions. 
Maloney's action at the offset of the 
strike in threatening to discharge all 
firemen and policemen at noon of that 
day because they could not be paid 
was one of the outstanding features of 
the strike and^kas exclusively carried 
on that day 
in 
United PresB de­ 
spatches. 
Butte policemen’s warrants are still 
unpaid and apparently will remain so 
for sometime. Business interests re­ 
fuse to cash their warrants, feeling 
that the military will pollee the city. 
Firemen are being paid, however. 
“The Butte strike situation,’’ said 
Mayor Maloney, “has resulted In the 
following conditions: 
“Following the cutting of wages by 
the copper mine owners amounting to 
a dollar a day st certain element 
claiming to be the only union of min­ 
ers in Butte picketed the mines and 
so 
intimidated 
miners 
that 
they 
ceased work. 
“Since then street car men, machin­ 
ists and several smaller organizations 
have ceased work, 
largely because 
there is nothing for them to do, in 
face of the attitude of the miners, who 
have not cared to go to work because 
of the influence of the small numer­ 
ical opposition. 
“All miners’ unions 
declare 
the 
strike was not declared by their or­ 
ganization but by mass meating. The 
two central labor bodies, one con­ 
trolled by the element referred to, un­ 
able to declare a strike, voted to in­ 
struct delegates to report back to the 
unions in sympathy with the move­ 
ment. 
“Since then there have been sta­ 
tioned here soldiers to the number of 
several hundred 
to maintain order 
but it has not been necessary to pro­ 
claim martial law and the city is free 
from disturbance of any kind except 
of a minor character and probably 
will remain so. 
“Much importance is placed on the 
vote of the engineers Saturday night. 
It is believed if they remain firm the 
backbone of the strike will be brok­ 
en. Otherwise it will be prolonged 
indefinitely. 
“So far not a shot has been fired. 
There have been no street gatherings 
or gatherings of any kind save meet­ 
ings of various organizations- 
The 
police have had no trouble and it has 
not been necessary so far to put on 
extra men. 
“Mining companies defend the cut 
in wages by citing the cut in price of 
copper and by declaring there Is prac­ 
tically no market for copper. 
“Under the new rate miners would 
receive $4.75 per day, which is 50 
cents higher than the wage by sliding 
scale based on the price of copper, as 
announced by at least one copper 
company sometime ago. 
“One reason advanced for the dis­ 
satisfaction over the wage cut is that 
living costs have not been reduced 
proportionately. 
“In connection with this phase of 
the situation it may be added that cor­ 
rective steps are being taken, both 
locally ahll by the state legislature. 
“The city’s -financial crisis was 
brought about by the refusal of bank­ 
ing and business interests to cash sal­ 
ary warrants on the ground that the 
city had exceeded its legal limit of in­ 
debtedness.

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Wilson Reads Draft 
This Afternoon at 
General Conference 


B Y F R E D S. F E R G U S O N 


(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
PARIS, Feb. 14.—The first world constitution was 
made public this afternoon when President Wilson read the 
draft of the league of nations organization before the general 
peace conference. 
While not containing provisions for any sort of inter­ 
national police force, the constitution includes stringent 
measures designed to prevent future wars. 
In case a nation makes war without first submitting the 
questions at issue to arbitration, the following possible 
courses are open to the league: 
Severance of diplomatic relations between members of 
the league and the recalcitrant power. 
An economic blockade of the nation refusing arbitra­ 
tion. 
Recommendation by the executive council for the use 
of force. 
Use of force, however, will leave to each power freedom of action under 
its constitution to make the necessary declaration of war. 
The international peace force, or general staff, was urged by the French 
and put to a vote yesterday afternoon. 
After a stirring speech by Senator Bourgeois it was overwhelmingly de­ 
feated. 
Only the French and Czechoslovaks voted favoring it. 
The full text and a v e n a n t of the league of nations was officially an­ 
nounced today as follows: 
C O V E N A N T P R E A M B L E 
In order to promote international co-operation and secure international 
peace and security by acceptance of obligations not to resort to war, by 
prescription of open, just and honorable relations between natione, by firm 
establishment of understanding of international law as the actual rule of 
conduct among governments and by maintenance of justice and scrupulous 
respect for all treaty obligations in dealings of organized peoples with one 
another, powers signatory to this covenant adopt this constitution of the 
league of nations:

Of the proposed issue, $20,000,000 
would be devoted to completion of tile 
present original highway system and 
several cro sstie laterals, while $15,- 
014,000 would be expended in the con­ 
struction of tho seventeen proposed 
new highway projects.

m ate mileage of these new highways 
is 1150 miles. 
The com mittee was appointed at a 
m ass m eeting held here by more than 
2 50 persons to discuss m easures to 
have the bond issue brought before 
the legislature.

Smith has heard for the first time in 
a year from her oldest brother, Edwin 
Keech Brown, who went overseas last 
February. 
W hen a boy, Brown lived in Tus­ 
tin and went to school to Mr. Zielian.

Holderman, and a half-brother to Bay­ 
ard (Bean) Blackmore.

A short tim e ago his wife, who is at 
their present home, Ellenburg, Wash., 
received a letter from 
Capt. 
J. H. 
Chartrand of the W ar Department, 
stating that her husband, Capt. E. K. 
Brown, had been sited fbi* distinguish­ 
ed service in the operations between 
the Argonne and the Meuse. He said: 
“The award is due to the gallantry of 
Captain Brown while he commanded 
hi* battery during the operation .north 
of Verdun from Oct. 3 to Nov. 4, when 
he successfully carried out the orders 
which were given him despite heavy 
shell fire, in which 
he 
showed 
the 
greatest courage and foresight.” 
A clipping from his home town pa­ 
per states: 
“Capt. Brown arrived in 
New York on his way home some two 
weeks ago.” 
And again: 
“Capt. E. 
K. Brotsp, field artillery, U. S| army, 
and form er prosecuting attorney of 
K ittitas County and member 
of 
the 
legislature, returned home from over­ 
seas'y esterd ay afternoon 
and 
was 
welcomed at the station by hundreds 
of his fellow-townsmen. 
He is to go 
to Camp Lewis for his final discharge.” 
On the same night of his arrival he 
was welcomed back to his home lodge 
of Elks and given a hearty ovation. 
It was a gala night at the lodge, and 
the Captain was voted a life member­ 
ship. 
The attendance was large and 
the men refused to allow the captain 
to stop talking, asking questions for 
hours when he began telling of some 
of the fighting overseas. 
“His story started with his sailing 
overseas on the British steam er Bal­ 
tic, then in use as an American trans­ 
port. 
Following the Baltic In the con­ 
voy was the Tuscania, which was sunk 
off the Irish coast. 
A shot fired at 
the Baltic h it the Tuscania. 
Irvin 8. Cobb was on the Baltic at 
the same tim e% nd afterw ards wrote a 
wonderful description of the sinking 
of the Tuscania .published in the Sat­ 
urday Evening Post. 
He told how al­ 
most untrained doughboys on the Tus­ 
cania sang: '‘W here do we go from 
here” as the transport was sinking. 
Capt. Brown told the 
Elks 
of hi* 
thrilling experiences after training in 
the artillery school on the continent. 
He paid a splendid tribute to the Am­ 
erican doughboy, who as a soldier has 
never been equalled in any army. “At 
Mihiel the doughboy went so fast that 
his battery was never able to fire a 
shof after the terrific opening barrage 
which wiped out the German trench 
system and reduced their key posi­ 
tions to a pulp.” 
Capt. Brown said the 
British 
air 
service was superb, that the French 
75, the gun also used by the Ameri­ 
can artillery, was absolutely without 
equal. He paid a high tribute to the 
Canadians. 
He placed M arshal Foch 
as the greatest m ilitary genius of any 
age, and highly praised the Red Crosa. 
“Ic. closing his talk 
Capt. 
Brown 
said: ‘I was horrified to find in New 
York City the strength of the Bolshe­ 
vist movement. 
There are evil influ 
ences at work. 
They find some sol­ 
diers coming back whose pay has been 
held up for some xrause 
or 
other. 
They find others with some grouch, 
and their propaganda 
is 
bound 
to 
bring some converts. I hope the Amer­ 
ican people will wake up and see that 
these Bolshevists are 
creating 
this 
disturbance for one purpose, and that 
is the overthrow of our government. 
Men. rem em ber, th at if these succeed, 
all the fighting we have done in France 
will be in vain.’ ”

and will rem ain at Camp

IX)NOON, Feb. 14.—Schools for war 
brides and soldiers’ fiancees are being 
planned by the demobilization depart­ 
ment. 
Domestic science, food 
chemistry, 
marketing, and care of children will 
be taught. 
The government will 
pay 
all 
ex­ 
penses of the pupils. 
The school will be open only to 
wives of soldiers and women engaged 
to marry soldiers. 
More than 400,000 
young women are eligible, it is esti­ 
mated. 
Department 
officials 
explain 
the 
schools are expected to pay for them­ 
selves as social experiments by train­ 
ing women to be helpful wives. The 
schools are needed, it Is oelleved, be­ 
cause thousands of young girls left 
their homes to work in munition fac­ 
tories at a time when they ordinarily 
would have begun to learn household 
duties. 
Of 1,500,000 w omen who entered In 
dustry during the war, thousands now 
are jobless through 
the closing of 
munition factories. 
Hundreds are un­ 
able to find other 
employment 
be­ 
cause peace industries have not yet 
got into full swing.

expected to give occupation to hun­ 
dreds of women wrho otherwise would 
have nothing to do.
